Los Angeles (EFE) — La ven- 
ta de vivienda en California seguirá 
siendo débil, por lo que la economía 
del estado se verá afectada en los 
próximos meses, notándose un 
aumento del desempleo, según un 
informe de la Universidad de Cali- 
fornia Los Ángeles (UCLA).

3%, predice el reporte. 

La debilidad del sector de vivienda, traerá como 
consecuencia una disminución del consumo, que ya 
se ha notado en el mes de abril, en sectores como 
la venta de automóviles y en general las ventas al 
detalle, señala el estudio. Otros negocios que se 
han visto afectados han sido los relacionados con 
productos y materiales para la vivienda, como cen- 
tros de productos para la construcción o fábricas y 
almacenes de muebles. 

“Pero en otros sectores, especialmente la 
construcción de edificios comerciales, todavía hay 
mucha actividad”, señaló Martínez, “por lo que por 
lo que la disminución en la venta de vivienda no 
tendrá un efecto tan marcado”. 

El analista agregó que “*El mercado trabaja” 
y así como ahora los precios de la vivienda están 
estancados o están bajando, en el 2008 posible- 
mente va a aumentar la demanda y se notará una 
reactivación: es propio de un mercado libre como 
Estados Unidos”. 

Explicó que se verán muchos casos de personas

Por otra parte, un informe recién presentado 
por el Departamento de Vivienda de Los Ángeles 
(LAHD), muestra que el número de propiedades 
embargadas (foreclosures) en el primer trimestre 
del año, respecto al mismo período en 2006, pasó 
de 115 a 716 en Los Ángeles. Según un reporte 
de la Asociación de Organizaciones Comunitarias 
por la Reforma Ahora (ACORN), en abril fueron 
embargadas 1,848 propiedades, más del triple que 
en abril 2006. 

La organización Casas para Familias Traba- 
jadoras, presentó una advertencia con motivo del 
Mes Nacional de Propiedad de Vivienda, al asegurar 
que cada vez es mayor la brecha entre los ingresos 
familiares y los costos de la vivienda. 

De acuerdo con la entidad, el precio promedio 
de una casa en Los Ángeles es de 525,000 dólares, 
por lo que el salario necesario para poder adquirir 
y pagar una vivienda es de 179,163 dólares, más de 
cuatro veces el ingreso medio de California. 

“La brecha está poniendo las casas seguras y 
de buena calidad, lejos del alcance de las familias 
trabajadoras.

even capable of sustaining families 
are Causing an exodus into the sur- 
rounding valley to cities such as 
Fresno, Stockton, Modesto, and Los 
Banos. According to Reed the two 
most important things for people to 
be able to prosper in San Jose are 
“more jobs and better schools.” 

Reed describes San Jose’s 
economy, post dotcom bust, as 
what is sometimes referred to as “an 
hourglass economy” or a process 
in which a lot of jobs are being 
created at the high end and the low 
end while there is a loss of jobs “in 
the middle”, or jobs that people can 
move into after they’ve gotten an 
entry level job. 

He says, “This is really impor- 
tant to our immigrant community, 
to people who are learning Eng- 
lish, and to the Latino community 
as well. They need that next job. 
We’ re working towards bringing in 
industries that involve manufactur- 
ing which will aid in this process.” 
Raised in a working class family 
Reed grew up in Kansas where he 


says his father “was a lead by ex- 
ample kind of guy not much talking 
a whole lot of doing.” 

According to Reed, San Jose 
néeds more quality teachers who 
stick with the job longer. He says, 
“We need to deal with the problem 
of uncertified teachers teaching in 
our schools especially in our low- 
income neighborhoods where the 
number of certified teachers is the 
lowest. There are many Latino kids 
in these schools. The more quali- 
fied and higher skilled a teacher is, 
the higher achievement of the 
student.” 

The Mayor of San Jose is 
aware of the different communities 
that make up San Jose and of some 
of the ways in which he can better 
serve them. It’s only a matter of time 
before we see if his ideas will ma- 
terialize.

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Group urges portable health insurance for Mexican migrants 


Creating a portable insurance 
policy that will ensure Mexican 
migrants of receiving health care 
on both sides of the border is the 
goal of the Health Initiative of the 
Americas, or HIA, a group operating 
under the auspices of the University 
of California. — 

The HIA’s director, Xochitl 
Castañeda, told Efe that a binational 
insurance policy was the solution 
for millions of immigrants who have 
no coverage at all in either country 
and end up incurring large expenses 
when they or a family member 
needs medical care. 

“Approximately 50 percent 
of the 10 million Mexican immi- 
grants in the United States do not 
have health insurance and, if we’re 
talking about the. undocumented 
population, that figure rises to about 
70 percent,” Castañeda said. Some 6 
percent of the households in Mexico 
receive remittances from relatives 
living in other countries, and the 
main use of those funds is cover- 
ing medical expenses, according to 
HIA figures. 

“This practice increases costs, 
with areas like investment, nutri- 
tion and the quality of life of those 
receiving these remittances being 
affected because they spend a lot 
of money to pay for health-care 


expenses, which could be smaller 
if they had insurance,” 
a medical anthropologist and re- 
searcher, said. 

HIA proposes an alliance be- 
tween private insurers in the United 
States and public health agencies 


* in Mexico to offer millions of im- 


migrants access to plans they could 
use in both countries. Binational 
insurance plans exist, but coverage 
is usually limited to basic services 
and they can be used in only a few 
hospitals in Mexico and California, 
Castañeda said. 

The HIA proposal calls for a bi- 
national insurance plan thatis valid 
across Mexico and in the United 
States, and provides expanded 
benefits for participants beyond 
preventive medicine. Surgery, hos- 
pitalization and complex or high- 
cost services, such as transplants 
and chemotherapy, and medications 
would also be covered. 

Mexico, Guatemala, El Salva- 
dor, Honduras, Canada, Colombia 
and the United States are the coun- 
tries participating in HIA. 

The binational insurance plan 
for Mexico and the United States is 
a pilot program that HIA expects to 
expand to other countries in Latin 
America. For more than two years, 
the group has worked on the project, 
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Approximately 50 percent of the 10 million Mexican immigrants in the United 
ae are uninsured, according to HIA Director Xochitl Castañeda.

The project has already won 
the backing of Mexico's Health 
Secretariat and private insurance 
companies in the United States, the 
HIA director said. 

Castañeda said the insurance 
program would not only help the 
millions of Mexicans in the United 
States but also about 1 million 
U.S. citizens who currently live in 
Mexico, many of them retirees. 

“Our studies show that this fig- 
ure will rise because projections are 
that over the next decade between 4 
and 7 million Americans from the 
so-called ‘Baby Boomer’ generation 
with an average monthly pension 
of $470 will not have the resources 
to retire here in the United States,” 
Castafieda said. EFE

Protesters in front of White House demand immigration reform

Washington (EFE) — More 
than a thousand demonstrators from 
all over the country marched up to 
the White House to demand the end 
of immigrant roundups and the pas- 
sage of comprehensive immigration 
reform in the United States. 

The march took place during 
a key week for the White-House 
backed bipartisan immigration bill 
now before the Senate. 

On their way from a downtown 
Washington church, the protesters, 
including seniors, students and 
religious leaders, shouted bilingual 
slogans to denounce raids on im- 
migrants and to ask that Congress 


approve a “humanitarian” reform 
immediately. 

The activists; who were set 
to lobby in the Capitol, presented 
testimonials about the tragedy of 
separating families and the long- 
ing of many to come out of the 
shadows.

Chile to pe 
millions to kin of 
Pinochet victims 


Santiago (EFE) — State pro- 
secutors and the families of 12 leftist 
militants killed in 1987 by agents of 
the Augusto Pinochet dictatorship 
agreed on the amount of compen- 
sation the Chilean government will 
pay the victims’ relatives, judicial 
sources said. 

At a hearing before the Su- 
preme Court, plaintiffs’ attorneys 
Nelson Caucoto and Adil Brcovic 
told chief prosecutor Carlos Mack- 
enney that the families accepted the 
amount of the reparation that. was 
offered last week. : 

The accord did not officially 
announce the amount, but court 
sources said the figure was close 
to the roughly $570,000 per fam- 
ily recommended by the judge 
who heard the original case, Hugo 
Dolmetsch. In remarks to reporters, 
Caucoto praised the accord and said 
that it is opening a new route to en- 
sure that reparations are paid to the 
victims of the dictatorship. 

With the agreement the civil 
legal proceedings come to an end,. 


while the Supreme Court is expected’ 
to rule at the beginning of July on - 


the criminal convictions of a retired 
general and 15 other former military 
intelligence personnel for carrying 
\ out the 12 murders. In Operation

U.N. tells Mexico, U.S. that 
development is answer to migration 


Officials of the United Nations Devel- 
opment Program said that Mexico and the 
United States should establish EU-style 
regional convergence funds in pursuit of a 
“long-term” solution to the northward flood 
of Mexican migrants. 

The recommendation is included in 
the UNDP’s 2006-2007 Human Develop- 
ment Report for Mexico, presented in the 
Mexican capital. 

The document suggests that Mexico 
“take action in the short, medium and long 
term to deal with matters immediately 
associated with the constant flow of migra- 
tion” that roils U.S. politics and has become 
a source of embarassment to successive 
Mexican governments. 

It also suggests that for their mutual 
convenience the governments of both na- 
tions should develop “a sustained strategy of 
growth and redistribution of income.” 

“Creating funds for development and 
regional convergence with contributions 
from both countries and subject to results 
is highly desirable,” it says, giving as an 
example the “cohesion funds” used by the 
European Union to shift resources from 
the wealthiest countries and regions to the 
neediest ones within the 27-nation bloc. 

According to the document, Mexico’s 
Human Development Index in 2004, the 
last figure available, has a value of 0.8031, 
placing it among the nations with “high 
human development,” which includes those 
that have scored 0.80 or more. 

The study shows that Mexicans who 
emigrate to the United States “do not come 
from the poorest homes,” although it later 
admits that the relationship between the two 
phenomena “is more complex.”

It says that households whose heads are 
employed are more likely to send a family 
member abroad than homes whose heads are 
unemployed.But it also says that Mexican 
towns that receive the most remittances 
from the United States per inhabitant are 
rural and highly marginalized. 

Some 29 percent of remittances, it 
says, “are sent to 492 municipalities (of the 
total 2,439) with high or very high levels of 
marginalization and inhabited by some 8.6 
percent of the Mexican population,” which 
numbers a total of 103 million people. 

The document also points to the 
existence of “considerable inequality in 
development levels” among Mexico's 
32 jurisdictions - 31 states and a Federal 
District corresponding to the capital and 
its environs. 

To substantiate the claim, it says that 
taken separately the Federal District ranks 
higher in terms of human development than 
the Czech Republic, which is No. 30 in the 
UNDP's global classification. At the same 
time Chiapas, on Mexico's southern border 
with Guatemala, is on a par with Cape Verde 
down at No. 106 on the list. 

Three of the five poorest Mexican 
states have migration rates much higher 
than the national average, the UNDP report 
adds. 

The document also shows that emi- 
grants tend to be more educated than other 
members of the communities they leave 
behind, particularly in rural areas. 

The U.S. Congress is now debating an 
immigration reform bill that would offer a 
path to legalization for most of the estimated 
12 million undocumented migrants thought 
to be living in the United States. EFE

gares, la selección de un Proveedor 
de Servicios de Internet (ISP, por sus 
siglas en inglés) puede resultar tarea 
difícil.

barazo de mi hermana. Nunca me imaginé que en cuestión de horas, su 
vida y la del bebé estarían en peligro. Afortunadamente y gracias a la 
intervención inmediata del doctor, mi hermana y mi sobrino pudieron 
salvarse. A partir de ese momento, me dí cuenta que tanto mi hermana 
como yo desconocíamos que como mujeres estábamos propensas a 
desarrollar este tipo de hipertensión que se manifiesta sólo durante el 
embarazo. 


Muchas mujeres no se dan cuenta que tienen presión alta hasta que 


se embarazan y sufren de frecuentes dolores de cabeza. De acuerdo a 
Lourdes Alcañiz autora del libro “Esperando a mi Bebe” la hipertensión 
y la diabetes son las complicaciones más comunes en el embarazo.

ención de líquidos. Mi madre siempre trataba de aliviar todos estos 


males con un buen descanso y unos zapatos cómodos. No nos dábamos 
cuenta que esta enfermedad estaba entrando en la vida de mi hermana 
y de mi familia. 


Obstetras y Pediatras del Centro para el Bebé en los Estados Unidos 


afirman que ésta enfermedad se presenta generalmente después de 37 
semanas de embarazo, incluso durante o después del parto. En el caso 
de mi hermana se manifestó el día del parto y tuvo que ser atendida de 
emergencia, ya que presentaba principios de preeclampsia. Su anhelado 
bebé tenía que nacer por cesárea. La preeclamsia causó que el bebé y 
los Órganos vitales de mi hermana dejarán de recibir oxígeno. 


La rápida intervención del equipo médico les dio una segunda es- 


peranza de vida a mi hermana y a su bebé. De acuerdo a las estadísticas 
el porcentaje de mujeres afectadas por la preeclampsia ha aumentado 
a un 40 por ciento en la última década.

Many times 
prescription pain relievers and 
anti-inflammatory medications are 
given. But these can be costly and 
are only short-term solutions. Plus, 
they can be dangerous. 

The American Medical Asso- 
ciation reports that chronic use of 
prescription and over-the-counter 
pain medications is becoming a 
public health problem. 

Many people are unaware of 
the potential harmful side effects, 
including gastrointestinal prob- 
lems. 

There are other options to treat 
pain, including chiropractic manipu- 
lation and topical pain relievers. In 
regard to pain relief, chiropractic 
care represents the most rapidly 
growing segment of the professional 
health services market. 

Chiropractors care for much 
more than back pain, but many 
patients visit chiropractors to treat

el charro 
aventurero de México 


El cantante mexicano Antonio A guilar, 
“El Charro de México”, fallecido a los 88 
años, descubrió su vocación musical en la 
adolescencia y luchó para triunfar también 
en el cine como protagonista de una aven- 
tura de folclore ecuestre que lo convirtió 
en uno de los personajes más famosos de 
su época. 

Aguilar, típico artista mexicano de 
bigote poblado y sombrero ancho, dejó de 
existir en un hospital del sur de Ciudad de 
México a causa de una neumonía que le fue 
detectada hace dos semanas. 

Nacido el 17 de mayo de 1919, Aguilar 
fue un aprendiz de cantante, un estudiante 
de aviación, empresario, actor y productor 
y además dueño de un espectáculo ecuestre 
con el que recorrió medio mundo. 

Como la mayoría de los charros, Agui- 
lar fue un amante de los caballos, insepa- 
rables compañeros de sus películas y de su 
vida y de la música mexicana, en la cual des- 
tacó con una voz que educó con profesores 
cuando descubrió sus aspiraciones operísti- 
cas. El espectáculo ecuestre fue su vida y en 
este campo estuvo siempre acompañado de 
su esposa, la actriz y cantante mexicana Flor 
Silvestre, y de sus hijos, Antonio y José, 
“Pepe” Aguilar, también triunfador como 
cantante de música ranchera. 

En su trayectoria de medio siglo, 
“Toño” Aguilar recreó en las pantallas de 
todo el mundo la vida y obra de personajes 
históricos mexicanos de la talla de Heraclio 
Bernal, Emiliano Zapata, Felipe Carrillo 
Puerto, Gabino Barrera y Lucio Vázquez. 

Aguilar, un mexicano de aspecto viril 
que fue el sueño de amor de muchas mujeres 


de mediados del pasado siglo, participó en 
unas 150 películas, en muchas de ellas tanto 
de actor como productor, y grabó alrededor 
de 160 discos. 

En su carrera musical tuvo una gran 
importancia su primer viaje a Estados Uni- 
dos, donde realizó estudios de aviación al 
tiempo que buscaba una oportunidad para 
cantar, aventura que terminó con su depor- 
tación a Tijuana. 

En esa ciudad fronteriza con San Die- 
go (California) empezó sus actuaciones y 
logró una pequeña fortuna que le permitió 
en la capital mexicana adquirir un cabaré 
de moda, donde empezó a actuar y que se 
convirtió en catapulta para iniciar su carrera 
cinematográfica. Su primera película “El 
casto Susano”, fue en compañía de Joaquín 
Pardavé, en 1952. 

Entre sus éxitos musicales están “Yo 
soy el aventurero”, “Albur de amor”, “Co- 
pitas de mezcal”, “El adolorido”, “Paso 
del norte”, “Ya viene amaneciendo y por 
esa calle vive”, “El Chubasco” además de 
que cantó prácticamente todos los corridos 
mexicanos de la época.

Con autoridad y decisión 

Casi a la medida de Puff Diddy, Jay 
Z es uno de los grandes oteadores y caza- 
talentos estadounidenses. Su facilidad para 
apreciar el talento ajeno, le brindó la posi- 
bilidad de hacerse cargo de la discográfica 
Def Jam Records en calidad de presidente. 
Desde ahí, ha apoyado a algunas de las 
estrellas emergentes del rap y el hip hop. 

No obstante, su trayectoria hacía 
presagiar tan fulgurante ascensión ya 
que desde su más tierna infancia en el 
barrio neoyorquino de Brooklyn hubo de 
enfrentarse a los problemas de la calle con 
autoridad y decisión. A raíz de eso se ganó 
el apelativo de Shawn Carter, a lo que más 
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ovia, Beyonce 


tarde se uniría su olfato e instinto para 
debutar con su propia disquera. 

De este modo, su primer álbum 
“Reasonable Doubt” (“Duda Razonable”) 
obtuvo un gran éxito de crítica y le reportó 
un sencillo de oro. A pesar de ello, no fue 
hasta su tercer elepé, “Vol. 2: Hard Knock 
Life”, cuando se convirtiera en un ídolo del 
“mainstream” y la corriente más comercial. 
A finales de la década de los noventa y 
cuando el rap y hip hop más urbanos y 
polémicos dejaban espacio a propuestas 
más descafeinadas, Jay era considerado el 
rapero más conocido de la Costa Este. 

Sobrepasas expectativas 

Por su parte, Beyonce Knowles nació 
el 4 de septiembre de 1981 en Houston 
(Texas) y se dio a conocer en el grupo 
Destiny’s Child junto a Kelly Rowland y 
Michelle Williams. El 11 de junio de 2005, 
al terminar un concierto en Barcelona, 
Destiny's Child anunció su separación tras 
vender más de 52 millones de discos a lo 
largo de sus siete años de vida artística. 

Destiny’s Child sobrepasaron las 
expectativas con 6 millones de copias 
vendidas. Con una inicial edad media de 19 
años, se formó con un paralelismo con sus 
homólogos masculinos de Boyz II Men, 
y se dio a conocer con el sencillo “No, 
no, no”, remezclado por Wyclef Jean, ex 
componente de The Fuggees. Integrado en 
un principio por Beyonce Knowles, Kelly 
Rowland, LaTavia y LeToya, estas dos 
últimas dejaron paso a Michelle Williams 
y Farrah Franklin.
